'Military Pushover"— 
Norwegians Fear Soviet Designs On 
North Cape, Near Red Arctic Border

OSLO, Norway, Feb. 21 -4JP)— 


The famous North Cape—Russia's 
gateway to the Atlantic—is a mili- 
tary pushover. A battalion of So- 
viet troops could seize It any day 
that Stalin gave the order. 


The North Cape flies the Nor- 


wegian flag. But it is temptingly 
situated near Russia's Arctic fron- 
tier. In the present condition of 
Norwegian defenses, It is virtu, 
ally unprotected. 


Any people less glacially calm 


than Norwegians would be having 
the jitters. For Just now, they are 
standing alone—without a guaran- 
tee of aid from any source—as a 
focus of Russia's suspicion and an- 
gor. 


Despite Soviet warnings, Nor- 


way has turned to the West for 
security. The very gesture was a 
risk. But the security is not yet 
a fact.

March 15 is the deadline for fil- 
ing your 1948 Income tax return 
and paying In full any tax owed.

Who must file a return? Every- 


one—man, woman or child—who 
had Income In 1948 of $000 or more. 


If that means you—and if you 


still owe some tax—you must file 
a return by March 15 and, at the 
same time, pay the tax in full. 


If it means you—but you owe 


nothing because, perhaps, full tax 
was withhold from you in 1048— 
you still must file a return. 


(Due 
to the tax cut, many peo 


pie will have a refund coming to 
them because.too much tax wa» 


withhold from them in 1948). 
What of thoso who had some 


1948 
income but loss than $800? 


Must they file a return? No. but— 


If any tax was withheld from 


them, they should file a return bo- 
cuuso in that way, but that way 
only, they may got a refund, 


Here are somo Important things 


to remember because of changes 
In the tax law: 
Husbands and wives- 
Many married couples will save 


money this year because, for the 
first time, they, can split their in- 
come by filing a Joint return. Ex- 
ample: 
Jones had $8,000 
Income, 
his 


wife- none but In their Joint re- 
turn tho tax Is figured as If each 
claimed $4,000 of the $8,000. 
Since $4,000 Is In lower tax brack- 


et than $8,000, the combined tax 
on each $4,000 Is less than a sin- 
gle tax on $.8,000 would have been. 


The new law also provides ben- 


efits on things like exemptions and 
dependents. 
Each taxpayer, or person who 


lies a return, Is now allowed a 
>600 exemption for himself 
(It 


used to be $500) and $600 for each 
dependent. 


A wife is not classified as a de- 


pendent. If she files a separate 
return, she claims her own $800 
exemption, And her husband, filing 
i!a own separate return, claims nil 
own $000 exemption, but not her'B, 


But when husband and wife fll« 


a Joint return, each claims a $800 
exemption, or a total of $1,200 ex- 
emption in that one return. 


And everyone who files a return 


gets an extra $600 exemption U 
he reached 65 years of age before 
the end of 1048. 
And anyone who files a return 


gets another $600 exemption If h« 
became blind at any time betorl 
the end of 1948. 
So Jones, 85, but not blind, would 


got a $600 exemption. Smith, 89, 
but blind, would get a $1,200 ex.

Velvet Explosion 
Still Unexplained 
As Repair Begins 


Workmen had descended upon 
the Velvet Ice Cream Co., plant at 
204 West Third Ave., Saturday re- 
pairing $50,000 
damages 
caused 
Friday morning by a mysterious 
explosion. 
B. W. Woolley, official of the 


company, said Saturday It Is hoped 
that the plant will be back In pro- 
duction by the first of next week. 
Woolley said the company had 
about 7,000 gallons of Ice cream 
on hand at the time of the explo- 
•lon, and that this storage had en- 
abled them to keep up with deliv- 
eries without Interference. 
The officials said the cause of 
the blast still remained "a wild 
guess." He added that the general 
theory/was that natural gas was 
to blame. 
Repairs started Immediately on 


the Interior, but it will be some 
time before the badly 
wrecked 
building is entirely restored. 


Danny J. Nicholson, one of tha 


owners, said shortly before noon 
Friday that a check revealed the 
company had no Insurance cover- 
age on this particular type of 
damage. rinnt In Shambles. 
The plant was a shambles after 


the closely confned explosion fin 
1/thfld with the big plant. 
It was known that the blast oc- 
curred in tho hardening unit of 
the plant. 
Charles E. Vess, plant superin- 


tendent, was standing at the door 
of the hardening vault when the 
blast happened. Those who have 
witnessed internal explosions be- 
fore said It was a miracle that 
Vess was not killed, and credited 
It to his being so close to the fir- 
ing point, rather than at a greater 
distance. Ho was taken to Navnr- 
ro Clinic for a checkup, and then 
went to his home when It wns 
found his injuries were slight. Ho 
refused to ride ni an ambulance. 


Standing farther back in 
tho 
plant was Martin McNeil, an Ice 
cream maker. Although separated 
by a wall. McNeil said the force 
of the explosion felt like "some- 
bodv had hit me with an iron 
bar." 
The time of the blast was placed 
at 8:0fl a. m., just a few minutes 
before all of the staff would have 
been at work. 
The blast was touched off on 


the east side of the building. Its 
force went north, west and south, 
but no farter east than the wall. 
An example of its freak trenl 


1 was that a filling station owned 


by W. S. Herod, just a few feet 
trom the east wall, had only one 
cracked window to show for the 
explosion. 
Fifty 
feet 
away 
on 
the other side steel was twisted. 
Came Unknown. 
, 


Nicholson refused to blame the 
explosion on cither natural gas or 
ammonia fumes. 
"I dont' know what caused It," 


he said. 
Nicholson, B W. Woolley and 
A. I* Howeth, part owners of r.ho 
plant, all wore checking the dam- 
age Friday. C. R. McClanahnn of 
Dallas also owns a part of the bus- 
iness. 
.Nicholson said It would cost 


J25.000 to replace the vault. The 
front of the building was cracked, 
and the east wall was shattered, 
expensive equipment was damag- 
ed, and nil windows In the build- 
ing were broken. 
There was a mixture of theories 
ai to the cause. 
Most popular was that a stove 
which had been placed In the vault 
Thursday night to "dry out" the 
room,*" exhausted all available oxy- 
gen in the airtight quarters. 
As 
th« oxygen died, the flame died 
with it, but gas continued to pour 
into the room. 
When Vess opened the door Fri- 
day morning the gas was ignited, 
causing the explosion. 
Harry Butler, an employe of ..he 


firm, was in the building at the 
tlmo of the explosion. 
He could offer no cause for tho 


explosion.Pnssersby .Tarred. 
' Fassersby wore jarred as tho 
blast went off. A fire alarm was 
turned in, but there was no blaze. 


Neighbors were frantic as the 
blast shook their residences and 
•ent them hurrying Into the street.
